12 aña cu Cunucu Aruba Dushi Tera 

Kock a inicia cu Cunucu Aruba Dushi Tera na 2009, cu intencion pa mira si e 
por logra produci su mesun cuminda y ta activo cu tera, cu su mannan. E ta un 
esfuerso di famia, di su señora, yiunan, suegra y hendenan cu ta yuda. Kock, 
un abogado cu un bufete hopi prominente a bisa cu “ora mi haya oportunidad 
mi tambe ta traha den e cunucu, pero no ta asina cu ta ami so ta para henter 
ora cu e chapi.” 


El a cuminza su cunucu cu hopi idealismo. “M'a kere cu mi por a cubri mi 
gastonan a termino corto. Mi no a pensa mes riba gana placa, y cu esey lo tabata 
facil pa logra produccion local sostenibel, ademas cu tabatin un mercado pa 
cumpra e productonan. Pero e tabata un les grandi.” 


E reto principal a resulta di ta e produccion y te ainda ta luchando cu esey. 
Pasobra con cu bay bin, na momento cu no tin produccion grandi, e publico 





local ta cumpra. Pero asina tin mas cantidad di producto, e ora ta cuminza 
topa cu muraya, pasobra por ta trapa dede di otronan cu ta den e negoshi. Si 
tin un poco berdura pa bende den bo propio circulo. Pero si ta un produccion 
comercial e ta mas dificil. “Y no ta productonan cu por warda. No ta manera 
bonchi of aros. Si no por bende nan mesora, sea ta come nan bo mes, regala of 
hasta benta afo.” 


David a cuminza planta e productonan popular, manera tomati, promenton, 
bonchi, pampuna. Pero awendia e ta enfoca riba otro produccion. Motibo ta 
cu el a confronta e problema di ‘naturalesa, “Y aki mi no kiermen e scarsedad 
di awa, bon tera, sino e pestnan. Esey pa mi a ilustra pakico na Aruba no por tin 
hopi produccion. White flies y otro pest ta hopi comun. E hecho cu pa decen- 
nia no tin produccion tin su motibo.” 


Proyecto di amor cu ta costa hopi placa 

Cunucu Aruba Dushi Tera ta produci su webonan awor, Pok Pok Pok, pero 
a pasa den diferente ciclo. A cuminza cu su ‘greenhouse,’ a cria baca, y otro 
bestia. “E proyecto aki no tabata financieramente responsabel. Pero unabes cu 
bo ta riba e trein, bo mester sigui, bo ta keda purba. Y den naturalesa, ora kier 
purba algo no por spera resultado den termino corto. Un prueba por duna di 
seis luna pa un aña y si e no logra, anto mester cuminza di nobo pa busca kico 
si por logra. P’esey nos tin asina hopi aña activo.” Den caso di David Kock, su 
profesion como abogado tabata produci fondonan cu e tabata hinca despues 
den su cunucu.

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California wildfires make run toward giant sequoia groves

(AP) — Two lightning-sparked wildfires in Cali- 
fornia merged and made a run to the edge of a 
erove of ancient sequoias, momentarily driving 
away firefighters as they try to protect the world's 
largest tree by wrapping its base in protective foil. 


A shift in the weather led to explosive growth on 
the fires in the Sequoia National Park in the Sierra 
Nevada on Friday, the National Park Service said,

and the flames reached the westernmost tip of the 
Giant Forest, where it scorched a grouping of se- 
quoias known as the "Four Guardsmen" that mark 
the entrance to the grove of 2,000 sequoias. 


Firefighters wrapped the base of the General Sher- 
man Tree, along with other trees in the Giant For- 
est, in a type of aluminum that can withstand high 
heat. It wasn't immediately known how the Four 
Guardsmen, which received the same treatment, 
fared, fire spokeswoman Katy Hooper said. 


The General Sherman Tree is the largest in the 
world by volume, at 52,508 cubic feet (1,487 cubic 
meters), according to the National Park Service. It 
towers 275 feet (84 meters) high and has a circum- 
ference of 103 feet (31 meters) at ground level. 


The fires, known together as the KNP Complex, 
blackened 28 square miles (72 square kilometers) 
of forest land. Fire activity increased Friday af- 
ternoon when winds picked up and low-hanging 
smoke that had choked off air and limited the fire's 
growth in recent days lifted, Hooper said. 


Firefighters who were wrapping the base of the se- 
quoias in foil and sweeping leaves and needles from 
the forest floor around the trees had to flee from 
the danger, Hooper said. They went back Saturday 
when conditions improved to continue the work 
and start a strategic fire along Generals Highway to 
protect the Giant Forest grove, Hooper said. 


The fires forced the evacuation of the park this 
week, and parts of Three Rivers, a foothill com- 
munity of about 2,500 people outside the park's 
main entrance. Crews have been bulldozing a line 
between the fire and the community. 


The National Weather Service issued a red flag 
warning through Sunday, saying gusts and lower 
humidity could create conditions for rapid wildfire 
spread. 

However, fire officials weren't expecting the kinds 
of explosive wind-driven growth that in recent 
months turned Sierra Nevada blazes into monsters 
that devoured hundreds of homes. 

Giant sequoias are adapted to fire, which can help 
them thrive by releasing seeds from their cones 
and creating clearings that allow young sequoias to 
grow. But the extraordinary intensity of fires — fu- 
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eled by climate change — can overwhelm the trees. 
"Once you get fire burning inside the tree, that will 
result in mortality," said Jon Wallace, the operations 
section chief for the KNP Complex. 


The fires already have burned into several groves 
containing trees as tall as 200 feet (61 meters) feet 
tall and 2,000 years old. 


To the south, the Windy Fire grew to 19 square 
miles (50 square kilometers) on the Tule River In- 
dian Reservation and in Giant Sequoia National 
Monument, where it has burned into the Peyrone 
grove of sequoias and threatens others. 


The fire also had reached Long Meadow Grove, 
where two decades ago then-President Clinton 
signed a proclamation establishing its Trail of 100 
Giant Sequoias as a national monument. 


Fire officials haven't yet been able to determine 
how much damage was done to the groves, which 
are in remote and hard-to-reach areas. They said 
crews were "doing everything they can" to protect 
the trail by removing needles, leaves and other fu- 
els from around the base of the trees. 


Last year, the Castle Fire killed an estimated 7,500 
to 10,600 large sequoias, according to the National 
Park Service. That was an estimated 10% to 14% of 
all the sequoias in the world. 

The current fires are eating through tinder-dry 
timber, grass and brush. 

In far Northern California, an early season rain 
was a welcome sign for firefighters battling a clus- 
ter of wildfires ignited by lightning in the Klam- 
ath National Forest in late July. Fire officials say it 
won't extinguish the nearly 300-square-mile (772 
square-kilometer) blaze, but will help crews reach 
their goal. 


Light rain is expected in the coastal area north of 
San Francisco over the weekend. But forecasters 
say conditions are likely to dry out by early next 
week, prompting a fire weather watch that may 
lead to power shutoffs in Napa, Sonoma and So- 
lano counties. 


Historic drought tied to climate change is mak- 
ing wildfires harder to fight. It has killed millions 
of trees in California alone. Scientists say climate 
change has made the West much warmer and dri- 
er in the past 30 years and will continue to make 
weather more extreme and wildfires more frequent 
and destructive. 


More than 7,000 wildfires in California this year 
have damaged or destroyed more than 3,000 homes 
and other buildings and torched well over 3,000 
square miles (7,770 square kilometers) of land, ac- 
cording to the California Department of Forestry 
and Fire Protection. 
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Biden pitching partnership after tough stretch with allies 


(AP) President Joe 
Biden goes before the 
United Nations this week 
eager to make the case 
for the world to act with 
haste against the corona- 
virus, climate change and 
human rights abuses. His 
pitch for greater global 
partnership comes at a 
moment when allies are 
becoming increasingly 
skeptical about how much 
U.S. foreign policy really 
has changed since Don- 
ald Trump left the White 
House. 


Biden plans to limit his time 
at the U.N. General Assem- 
bly due to coronavirus con- 
cerns. He is scheduled to 
meet with Secretary-General 
Antonio Guterres on Mon- 
day and address the assembly 
on Tuesday before shifting 
the rest of the week’s diplo- 
macy to virtual and Washing- 
ton settings. 


At a virtual COVID-19 sum- 
mit he is hosting Wednesday, 
leaders will be urged to step 
up vaccine-sharing commit- 
ments, address oxygen short- 
ages around the globe and 
deal with other critical pan- 
demic-related issues. 


The president also has in- 
vited the prime ministers of 
Australia, India and Japan, 
part of a Pacific alliance, to 
Washington and is expected 
to meet with British Prime 
Minister Boris Johnson at the 
White House. 


Through it all, Biden will be 
the subject of a quiet assess- 
ment by allies: Has he lived 
up to his campaign promise 
to be a better partner than 
Trump? 


Biden’s chief envoy to the 
United Nations, Ambassador 
Linda Thomas-Greenfield, 
offered a harmonious answer 
in advance of all the diplo- 
macy: “We believe our pri- 
orities are not just American 





priorities, they are global pri- 
orities,” she said Priday. 


But over the past several 
months, Biden has found 
himself at odds with allies on 
a number of high-profile is- 
sues. 


There have been noted dif- 
ferences over the U.S. with- 
drawal from Afghanistan, the 
pace of COVID-19 vaccine- 
sharing and international 
travel restrictions, and the 
best way to respond to mili- 
tary and economic moves by 
China. A fierce French back- 
lash erupted in recent days 
after the U.S. and Britain 
announced they would help 
equip Australia with nuclear- 
powered submarines. 


Biden opened his presidency 
by declaring that “America is 
back” and pledging a more 
collaborative international 
approach. 


At the same time, he has fo- 
cused on recalibrating na- 
tional security priorities after 
20 years marked by preoccu- 
pation with wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and thwarting Is- 
lamic terrorists in the Middle 
East and South Asia. He has 
tried to make the case that the 
U.S. and its democratic allies 
need to put greater focus on 
countering economic and se- 
curity threats posed by China 
and Russia. 


Biden has faced resistance 
-- and, at moments, outright 
anger -- from allies when the 
White House has moved on 
important global decisions 
with what some deemed in- 
sufficient consultation. 





France was livid about the 
submarine deal, which was 
designed to bolster Austra- 
lian efforts to keep tabs on 
China’s military in the Pacific 
but undercuts a deal worth at 
least $66 billion for a fleet of 
a dozen submarines built by a 
French contractor. 





French President Emmanuel 
Macron has recalled France’s 
ambassadors to the U.S. and 
Australia for consultations in 
Paris. France’s foreign min- 
ister, Jean-Yves Le Drian, 
said Australia and the Unit- 
ed States had both betrayed 
France. Biden and Macron 
are expected to speak by 
phone in the coming days, a 
French government spokes- 
man said. 





“It was really a stab in the 
back,” Le Drian said. “It looks 
a lot like what Trump did.” 


Biden administration and 
Australian officials say that 
France was aware of their 
plans, and the White House 
promised to “continue to be 
engaged in the coming days 
to resolve our differences.” 


But Biden and European al- 
lies have also been out of sync 
on other matters, including 
how quickly wealthy nations 
should share their coronavi- 
rus vaccine stockpiles with 
poorer nations. 


Early on, Biden resisted calls 
to immediately begin donat- 
ing 4% to 5% of stockpiles to 





developing nations. In June, 
the White House instead an- 
nounced it was buying 500 
million doses to be distribut- 
ed by a World Health Orga- 
nization-backed initiative to 
share vaccine with low- and 
middle-income countries 
around the globe. Biden is 
soon expected to announce 
additional steps to help vac- 
cinate the world. 


Allies among the Group of 
Seven major industrial na- 
tions have shown differ- 
ing levels of comfort with 
Biden’s calls to persuade 
fellow democratic leaders to 
present a more unified front 
to compete economically 
with Beijing. When the lead- 
ers met this year in England, 
they agreed to work toward 
competing against China. 
But there was less unity on 
how adversarial a public po- 
sition the group should take. 


Canada, the United King- 
dom and France largely en- 
dorsed Biden’s position, 
while Germany, Italy and the 
European Union showed 
more hesitancy. 


Germany, which has strong 
trade ties with China, has 
been keen to avoid a situa- 
tion in which Germany, or 
the European Union, might 
be forced to choose sides be- 
tween China and the United 
States. 


Biden clashed with European 
leaders over his decision to 
stick to an Aug. 31 deadline 
to end the U.S. war in Af- 
ghanistan, which resulted in 
the U.S. and Western allies 
leaving before all their citi- 
zens could be evacuated from 


Taliban rule. 


Britain and other allies, many 
of whose troops followed 
American forces into Af- 
ghanistan after the attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, on the United 
States, had urged Biden to 
keep the American military at 
the Kabul airport longer but 
were ultimately rebuffed by 
the president. 


Administration officials see 
this week's engagements as 
an important moment for 
the president to spell out his 
priorities and rally support to 
take on multiple crises with 
greater coordination. 


It’s also a time of political 
transition for some allies. 
Longtime German Chancel- 
lor Angela Merkel is set to 
leave office after Germany 
holds elections later this 
month and France's Macron 
is to face his voters in April at 
a moment when his political 
star has dimmed. 


J. Stephen Morrison, a global 
health policy expert at the 
Center for Strategic and In- 
ternational Studies in Wash- 
ington, expressed concern 
that the rift in U.S.-France 
relations has occurred at time 
when global leaders are far 
behind their goals for vacci- 
nating the globe and need to 
step up their efforts. 


“We need these countries 
to be in a position to come 
forward around the type of 
agenda ... that the U.S. has 
put together,” Morrison said 
of Biden’s planned vaccina- 
tion push. “So the French 
being absent or not terribly 
engaged is a setback.” 
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US one s part of Texas border, begins flying Haitians home 





(AP) — The United States 
acted Sunday to stem the 
flow of migrants into Tex- 
as by blocking the Mexi- 
can border at an isolated 
town where thousands of 
Haitian refugees have set 
up a camp, but the mi- 
grants quickly found oth- 
er ways to cross nearby. 


The attempted border clo- 
sure happened as officials 
also began flying some of the 
migrants back to their home- 


land. 


About a dozen Texas De- 
partment of Public Safety 
vehicles lined up near the 
bridge and river where Hai- 
tians have been crossing from 


Ciudad Acufia, Mexico, into 
Del Rio, Texas, for almost 
three weeks. Yellow police 
tape was being used to block 
them from using a small dam 
to walk into the U.S. 


A Mexican police officer on 
the Mexican side of the bor- 
der said migrants will not be 
allowed to cross anymore. He 
would not give his name. But 
an Associated Press reporter 
saw Haitian immigrants still 
crossing the river into the 
U.S. about 1.5 miles (2.4 ki- 
lometers) east of the previous 
spot. 


Several hundred were sitting 
along the river bank on the 
USS. side as 50 to 60 at a time 


made the crossing to and 
from Mexico through waist- 
deep water. There were a few 
U.S. officers observing the 
crossings, but taking no steps 
to stop them. 





Many of the migrants have 
lived in Latin America for 
years, but they are now are 
seeking asylum in the U.S. 
as economic opportunities in 
Brazil and elsewhere dry up. 
Thousands are living under 
and near a bridge in Del Rio. 





Meanwhile, the U.S. sent 
three flights of Haitians tak- 
en from Del Rio back to their 
homeland, and that number 
is expected to reach at least 
six per day shortly, accord- 
ing to a U.S. government 
official who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity because 
the official was not allowed 
to discuss the issue publicly. 
The planes left San Antonio 
and were expected to arrive 
Sunday afternoon in Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti’s capital. 





A large number of buses ar- 
rived Sunday in Del Rio, 
and “many, many more” are 
coming to transfer Haitians 
to expulsion flights, U.S. im- 
migration detention centers 


and Border Patrol holding 
facilities. Departure cities for 
Haiti-bound flights have yet 
to be finalized and are being 
“actively planned,” the offi- 
cial said. 


The blockade and deporta- 
tions marked a swift response 
to the sudden arrival of Hai- 
tians in Del Rio, a Texas 
city of about 35,000 people 
roughly 145 miles (230 kilo- 
meters) west of San Antonio. 
It sits on a relatively remote 
stretch of border that lacks 
capacity to hold and process 
such large numbers of peo- 
ple. 


The first plane arrived Sun- 
day afternoon at the Port-au- 
Prince airport. Families held 
children by the hand or car- 
ried them as they exited, and 
some deportees covered their 
heads as they walked into a 
large bus parked next to the 
plane. 


They about a dozen officials 
from various Haitian govern- 
ment agencies gathered to 
meet with the deported Hai- 
tians. Public security officials 
with the Ministry of Justice 
requested the presence of 
Haiti’s national police to pre- 


vent any potential violence. 


A minibus from the Inter- 
national Organization of 
Migration also was posted at 
the airport. It was filled with 
brightly colored bags con- 
taining toiletries, hand sani- 
tizer and hair ties. 


All the deportees have been 
tested for COVID-19, and 
authorities are not planning 
to put them into quarantine, 
said Marie-Lourde Jean- 
Charles with the Office of 
National Migration. 


Haitian Prime Minister Ar- 
iel Henry wrote Sunday on 
Twitter that he is concerned 
about conditions at the bor- 
der camp and that the mi- 
grants would be welcomed 


back. 


“We want to reassure them 
that measures have already 
been taken to give them a 
better welcome upon their 
return to the country and 
that they will not be left be- 
hind,” he tweeted. Henry did 
not provide details about the 
measures. A Haitian govern- 
ment spokesman could not 
be immediately reached for 
comment. 





Probe of Southern Baptist sex abuse response moves forward

The South Carolina pastor serves as 
vice chair of a recently formed South- 
ern Baptist Convention task force 
charged with overseeing an investiga- 
tion into how a top denominational 
committee handled sex abuse allega- 
tions, a review that comes years into 
the SBC’s public reckoning with the 
scandal. 


Blalock thinks the work of the task 
force, set into motion in June by a 
vote of Southern Baptists at a nation- 
al gathering, could be a foundational 
part of how the SBC addresses the is- 
sue in the future. 


“If the task force does what the con- 
vention’s asked us to do, if the Ex- 
ecutive Committee responds favor- 
ably, I think we’re making huge first 
steps toward really setting the future 
toward preventing and appropriately 
responding to and caring for sexual 
abuse survivors,” Blalock said. 


The sex abuse scandal was thrust into 
the spotlight in 2019 by a landmark 
report from the Houston Chroni- 
cle and San Antonio Express-News 
documenting hundreds of cases in 
Southern Baptist churches, including 


several in which alleged perpetrators 
remained in ministry. 


Appointed by new SBC President Ed 
Litton, the seven-member task force 
of pastoral, legal, counseling and ad- 
vocacy professionals is charged with 
overseeing an outside firm’s probe of 
allegations that the Executive Com- 
mittee mishandled abuse cases, re- 
sisted reforms and intimidated vic- 
tims and advocates. 


“We're tired of abuse, and it has to be 
dealt with,” Litton, who was elected 
in June amid divisions over race, 
women’s roles in the church and how 
to address the abuse issue, said dur- 
ing a recent event. “But I also think 
a clear message came out that this is 
not a witch hunt. That this is an op- 
portunity for us to pave the way for 
the future.” 





More than two months in, the task 
force has completed two key tasks: 
picking Guidepost Solutions to be 
the third-party firm conducting 
the probe, and asking the Executive 
Committee to waive attorney-client 
privilege for the purposes of the in- 
vestigation at its upcoming business 
meeting. 


“It’s all about uncovering the truth 
so we can deal with it,” said the Rev. 


Bruce Frank, a North Carolina pastor 
and task force chair. 


The Executive Committee has wel- 
comed the selection of Guidepost, 
noting it is the same investigative 
firm it had planned to use before the 
task force was formed. 





“We look forward to meeting again 
with Guidepost in order to expedi- 
tiously coordinate our activities in 
support of their important work,” the 
committee said this month in a state- 
ment. 


Jules Woodson, a church sexual abuse 
survivor based in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, remains wary but is hope- 
ful that meaningful change may be 
ahead for the SBC. She was encour- 
aged after meeting with the task force, 
she said, and is willing to engage with 
Guidepost even though she is still 
skeptical of the firm. 


“It is so hard as a survivor to put faith, 
hope and trust in people and pro- 
cesses and a system that has continu- 
ously failed us,” Woodson said. “For 
the first time in forever, we are finally 
seeing steps being taken in the right 
direction.” 


She said she cried tears of joy when 
the trustees of the Ethics and Re- 


ligious Liberty Commission, 
SBC’s public policy arm, recently in- 
dicated the ERLC is willing to lead an 
assessment of sexual abuse within the 
denomination, and set a plan in mo- 
tion to figure out how to do it. 


“The evil of abuse must continue to 
be confronted,” Brent Leatherwood, 
the commission’s acting president, 
said in a statement. “As we’ve stated 
before, our churches must be safe for 
survivors and safe from abuse.” 


The motion approved by delegates 
at the June gathering directed the 
task force to agree to the standards 
and best practices recommended by 
the third-party investigator, “includ- 


ing but not limited to the Executive 
Committee staff and members waiv- 
ing attorney client privilege in order 
to ensure full access to information 
and accuracy in the review.” 








UN, 


(AP) — The United Na- 
tions, the United States 
and the United Kingdom 
on Sunday condemned 
the executions of nine 
Yemenis by the country’s 
Houthi rebels over alle- 
gations that they were in- 
volved in the killing of a 
senior Houthi official in 
an airstrike by the Saudi- 
led coalition more than 
three years ago. 


The Iranian-backed Houthis 
on Saturday publicity execut- 
ed the nine by firing squad. 
Hundreds of people, mostly 
Houthis and their support- 
ers, attended the execution in 
the infamous Tahrir square 
in the rebel-held capital of 
Sanaa. 





U.N. Secretary-General 
Antonio Guterres said the 
trial in which the nine were 
convicted and sentenced to 
death did not meet “the re- 
quirements of fair trial and 
due process,” according to 
a statement from Stephane 
Dujarric, spokesperson for 
the U.N. chief. 


Dujarric said the secretary 
general “deeply regrets” the 
executions, which caused 
outrage across Yemen includ- 
ing in Sanaa, where people 
usually refrain from criticiz- 
ing the Houthis for fear of 
reprisals. 


Rebel leader Mohammed 
Ali al-Houthi, head of the 
Houthi’ Supreme Revolu- 
tionary Council, tweeted that 
they have rejected the U.N 's 
challenge to the rebel-con- 


trolled judiciary. 


The nine were among more 
than 60 people the Houthis 
accused of involvement in 
the targeted killing of Saleh 
al-Samad in April 2018. They 
were charged with spying 
for the Saudi-led coalition, 
which has been waging war 
against the rebels for years 
in an effort to bring back Ye- 
men’s internationally recog- 
nized government to power. 


Al-Samad, who held the post 
of president in the Houthi- 
backed political body, was 
killed along with six com-

panions in an airstrike by the 
Saudi-led coalition in the 
coastal city of Hodeida. 


The U.S.'s top diplomat in 
Yemen, Cathy Westley, called 
the trial “sham” that followed 
“years of torture and abuse” 
of the executed people. 


“This outrageous action is an- 
other example of the Houthi 
indifference to basic human 
rights ... This barbarism must 
end,” Westley said in a mes- 
sage posted on the embassy’s 
Twitter account. 


The British embassy in Ye- 
men also condemned “the 
brutal Houthi execution,” 
which showed “blatant disre- 
gard” for a fair trial and due 
process. 


The nine, including a 
17-year-old boy, were arrest- 
ed months after al-Samad’s 
killing. They were held for 
months in undisclosed places 
where they suffered inhu- 
mane treatment, according to 
Abdel-Majeed Sabra, a Yeme- 
ni lawyer representing one of 
the people executed. 








The U.N. secretary general 
also condemned the killing 
of at least six people from 
the same family when a sus- 
pected airstrike by the by the 
Saudi-led Coalition hit their 
vehicle Saturday in an area 
between the provinces of 
Shabwa and Bayda. 


He urged warring sides of 
Yemen’s war to stop fighting 
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and encouraged Yemeni par- 
ties to engage with the U.N. 
“in good faith and without 
preconditions” to relaunch 
talks for a peaceful settlement 
to the conflict. 


Yemen has been embroiled in 
a civil war since 2014, when 
the Houthis swept across 
much of the north and seized 
Sanaa, forcing the interna- 
tionally recognized govern- 
ment into exile. The Saudi- 
led coalition entered the war 
the following year on the side 
of the government. 


The stalemated conflict has 
killed more than 130,000 
people and spawned the 
world’s worst humanitarian 
crisis. 





Obama endorses Trudeau in the Canadian election 


(AP) — Barack Obama 
endorsed Canadian Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau 
on Thursday in the Cana- 





dian election, calling him 
an effective leader in a 
rare endorsement of a Ca- 
nadian candidate by a for-

mer American president. 


It is the second time Obama 
has done it. Obama also 
urged Canadians to re-elect 
the Liberal leader in Canada’s 
last election in 2019. 


Obama tweeted Thursday 
that he was proud to work 
with Trudeau and described 
him as an effective leader 
who has strong democratic 
values. 


Trudeau is in a tough re- 
election fight with his Con- 
servative rival ahead of Mon- 
days parliamentary elec- 
tions. Obama’s endorsement 
helped Trudeau with pro- 
gressives in 2019. 


Obama also endorsed Em- 


manuel Macron for president 
in France's 2017 election, 
and he warned British voters 
against leaving the European 
Union. 


Trudeau formed a close rela- 
tionship with Obama when 
he was president. 


“Thanks for your support, 
@BarackObama,” ‘Trudeau 
tweeted. “Progress is on the 
ballot — and we’re going to 
keep fighting for it.” 


The former president has 
long been popular with many 
Canadians. 


“This is welcomed by Trudeau 
and Co. but not a surprise,” 
said Nelson Wiseman, a po- 
litical science professor at the 


University of Toronto “Will 
Obama’s endorsement make 
a difference? Not many vot- 
ers are still undecided so the 
material impact of Obama’s 
endorsement is minimal in 
my opinion. I think it is more 
symbolic of Liberal affinity 
with the Democrats which 
has been the case since JFK 
in the 1960s.” 


Daniel Béland, a political 
science professor at McGill 
University, said it can only 
help Trudeau with progres- 


sive voters. 


“Obama remains very popu- 
lar in Canada and, although 
it’s unlikely to alter the race, 
this is something positive for 
the Liberals,” Béland said. 
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Taliban- -run Kabul municipality to female workers: Stay home 


(AP) — Female employees in the 
Kabul city government have been 
told to stay home, with work only 
allowed for those who cannot 
be replaced by men, the interim 
mayor of Afghanistan's capital 
said Sunday, detailing the latest 
restrictions on women by the new 
Taliban rulers. 


Witnesses, meanwhile, said an explo- 
sion targeted a Taliban vehicle in the 
eastern provincial city of Jalalabad, 
and hospital officials said five people 
were killed in the second such deadly 
blast in as many days in the Islamic 
State stronghold. 


The decision to prevent most female 
city workers from returning to their 
jobs is another sign that the Taliban, 
who overran Kabul last month, are 
enforcing their harsh interpretation 
of Islam despite initial promises by 
some that they would be tolerant 
and inclusive. In their previous rule 
in the 1990s, the Taliban had barred 
girls and women from schools, jobs 


and public life. 


In recent days, the new Taliban gov- 
ernment issued several decrees roll- 
ing back the rights of girls and wom- 
en. It told female middle- and high 
school students that they could not 
return to school for the time being, 
while boys in those grades resumed 
studies this weekend. Female uni- 
versity students were informed that 
studies would take place in gender- 
segregated settings from now on, and 
that they must abide by a strict Islam- 
ic dress code. Under the U.S.-backed 
government deposed by the Taliban, 
university studies had been co-ed, for 
the most part. 


On Friday, the Taliban shut down the 
Women's Affairs Ministry, replacing 
1t with a ministry for the “propaga- 
tion of virtue and the prevention of 
vice” and tasked with enforcing Is- 
lamic law. 


On Sunday, just over a dozen women 
staged a protest outside the ministry,

holding up signs calling for the par- 
ticipation of women in public life. 
“A society in which women are not 
active is (sic) dead society,” one sign 
read. 


The protest lasted for about 10 min- 
utes. After a short verbal confronta- 
tion with a man, the women got into 
cars and left, as Taliban in two cars 
observed from nearby. Over the past 
months, Taliban fighters had broken 
up several women's protests by force. 


Elsewhere, about 30 women, many of 
them young, held a news conference 
in a basement of a home tucked away 
in a Kabul neighborhood. Marzia Ah- 
madi, a rights activist and government 
employee now forced to sit at home, 
said they would demand the Taliban 
re-open public spaces to women. 


“It’s our right,” she said. “We want 
to talk to them. We want to tell them 
that we have the same rights as they 
have.” 


Most of the participants said they 
would try to leave the country if they 
had an opportunity. 


The explosion Sunday in Jalalabad 
was the second attack in two days to 
target the Taliban in the Islamic State 
group stronghold. The Taliban and 
IS extremists are enemies and fought 
each other even before the Taliban 
seized control of Afghanistan last 
month. 


Hospital officials in Jalalabad said 
they received the bodies of five peo- 
ple killed in the explosion. Among the 
dead were two civilians, including a 
child, and three others who according 
to witnesses were in a targeted border 
police vehicle and were believed to be 
Taliban. 


The Taliban were not immediately 
available for comment about possible 
casualties among their ranks. 


On Saturday, three explosions tar- 
geted Taliban vehicles in Jalalabad, 


killing three people and wounding 
20, witnesses said. There was no im- 
mediate claim of responsibility. 


With the Taliban facing major eco- 
nomic and security problems as they 
attempt to govern, a growing chal- 
lenge by IS militants would further 
stretch their resources. 


Also on Sunday, interim Kabul May- 
or Hamdullah Namony gave his first 
news conference since being appoint- 


ed by the Taliban. 


He said that before the Taliban take- 
over last month, just under one-third 
of close to 3,000 city employees were 
women, and that they had worked in 
all departments. 





Namony said the female employ- 
ees have been ordered to stay home, 
pending a further decision. He said 
exceptions were made for women 
who could not be replaced by men, 
including some in the design and 
engineering departments and the at- 
tendants of public toilets for women. 
Namony did not say how many fe- 
male employees were forced to stay 
home. 


“There are some areas that men can’t 
do it, we have to ask our female staff 
to fulfill their duties, there is no alter- 
native for it,” he said. 


Across Afghanistan, women in many 
areas have been told to stay home 
from jobs, both in the public and 
private sectors. However, the Taliban 
have not yet announced a uniform 
policy. The comments by the Kabul 
mayor were unusually specific and 
affected a large female work force 
that had been involved in running a 
sprawling city of more than 5 million 
people. 


Namony also said the new govern- 
ment has begun removing security 
barriers in Kabul, a city that has en- 
dured frequent bombing and shoot- 
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ing attacks over the years. Such barri- 
ers — erected near ministries, embas- 
sies and private homes of politicians 
and warlords — had been common- 
place in Kabul for years. 


The mayor said private citizens 
would be charged for the work of 
taking down the barriers. While he 
said most barriers had been removed, 
reporters touring the city noted that 
barriers outside most government 
installations and embassies had been 
left in place. 


The Taliban have tried to present 
themselves as guarantors of security, 
in hopes that this will win them sup- 
port from a public still widely suspi- 
cious of their intentions. Under the 
previous government, a rise in crime 
had been a major concern for ordi- 


nary Afghans. 


Perhaps the toughest challenge faced 
by the new Taliban rulers is the accel- 
erated economic downturn. Even be- 
fore the Taliban takeover, Afghanistan 
was plagued by major problems, in- 
cluding large-scale poverty, drought 
and heavy reliance on foreign aid for 
the state budget. 


In a sign of growing desperation, 
street markets have sprung up in Ka- 
bul where residents are selling their 
belongings. Some of the sellers are 
Afghans hoping to leave the country, 
while others are forced to offer their 
meager belongings in hopes of get- 
ting money for the next meal. 





“Our people need help, they need 
jobs, they need immediate help, they 
are not selling their household be- 
longings for choice here,” said Kabul 
resident Zahid Ismail Khan, who was 
watching the activity in one of the 
Impromptu markets. 


“For a short-term people might try 
to find a way to live, but they would 
have no other choice to turn to beg- 
ging in a longer term,” he said. 
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Ex-England, Chelsea, Spurs striker Jimmy Greaves dies at 81 


(AP) — Jimmy Greaves, 
one of England’s great- 
est goal-scorers who was 
prolific for Tottenham, 
Chelsea and AC Milan has 
died. He was 81. 


With 266 goals in 379 appear- 
ances, Greaves was the all- 
time record scorer for Tot- 
tenham, which announced 
his death on Sunday. 


“Throughout his wonderful 
playing career, Jimmy’s strike 
rate was phenomenal,” Tot- 
tenham said. 


Greaves suffered a minor 
stroke in 2012 and his family 
thought he had made a full 
recovery until he was admit- 
ted to intensive care after a 
more severe stroke in May 


2015. 


An all-round striker equally 
adept with either foot or his 
head, Greaves scored 44 goals 
in just 57 matches for Eng- 
land. 


But even though Greaves was 
the first player to lead scor- 
ing in England's top league 


for three straight seasons 
and hit a record six hat-tricks 
for England, he is arguably 
best known for one game he 
missed — the World Cup fi- 


nal. 


Greaves was England's star 
striker going into the 1966 
tournament on home soil but 
was injured in a first-round 
match against France and 
surrendered his place in the 
lineup to Geoff Hurst. 


Hurst scored the only goal 
in the quarterfinal win over 
Argentina and kept his place 
in Alf Ramsey’s team at the 
expense of Greaves to earn 
lasting fame by scoring the 
first hat-trick in a World Cup 
final. Greaves famously sat 
impassively on the bench as 
England celebrated at the fi- 
nal whistle. 


Substitutions were not per- 
mitted at the time and squad 
members didn’t receive med- 
als, unlike at World Cups 
since 1974. A campaign led to 
Greaves and 10 other mem- 
bers of the squad — who 
were dubbed the “forgotten 





heroes” — receiving med- 
als in 2009. But Greaves sold 
the 18-carat medal at auction 
in 2014 for 44,000 pounds 
($60,000). 


“It was devastating for me 
that I didn’t play in the final,” 
Greaves said in the Mail on 
Sunday newspaper in 2009. 
“I always believed that we 
would win the World Cup 
and Pd be part of it, but I 


wasn't. 


“It wouldn't have been so im- 
portant now because I would 
have been a substitute and 
probably would have got on.” 


James Peter Greaves was born 
in east London on Feb. 20, 
1940, and signed for Chelsea 
aged 17. 


At 20 years and 290 days, he 
became the youngest player 
to reach 100 league goals in 
English soccer and scored a 
club-record 41 times in the 
1960-61 season to secure a 
lucrative move to Milan. 


He scored nine goals in 12 
games but failed to settle in 
Italy. He ended his brief stay 
to return to London with 
Tottenham, where he would 
spend the next nine years and 
hit a club-record 266 goals in 
380 games. 


Manager Bill Nicholson, 
who had just guided Spurs 
to the league and cup dou- 
ble, paid 99,999 pounds 
for Greaves because he was 
keen to spare him the pres- 
sure of being England’s first 
100,000-pound player. 


The move apparently worked 
as Greaves scored a hat-trick 
in his opening match, a 5-2 


win over Blackpool, and 
helped Tottenham retain the 
FA Cup. 


Greaves was famous for being 
anonymous during matches 
before popping up to score a 
crucial goal. 


“All Greaves did this after- 
noon was score four goals,” 
Nicholson once said. 


Greaves made it into Eng- 
land’s squad for the 1962 
World Cup in Chile, but his 
most famous deed during 
the tournament was when he 
caught a dog that ran onto the 
field during a match against 
Brazil. The animal then uri- 
nated on Greaves’ shirt, en- 
dearing itself to Brazil winger 
Garrincha — who kept it as 
a pet. 


The following season, he 
scored twice in a 5-1 Cup 






Winners Cup win over At- 
letico Madrid, which made 
Tottenham the first British 
side to win a European tro- 
phy, and was the first divi- 
sion’s leading scorer — a feat 
he would repeat in 1964, *65 
and *69. 


Greaves switched to West 
Ham in 1970, with former 
England teammate Martin 
Peters moving the other way 
in a record 200,000-pound 
transfer, but retired at the 
end of the season after a re- 
cord total of 357 goals in 516 
league matches. 


He made a brief comeback 
for non-league Barnet in 
1978 but soon quit again 
and moved into television, 
where he co-presented the 
long-running Saturday show 
“Saint and Greavsie” in Brit- 
ain with former Liverpool 
player Ian St. John. 





Former TT champ Martin to retire after world championships 


(AP) — Tony Martin, a 
four-time time trial world 
champion from Germany 
who also won five Tour 
de France stages, said that 
he will end his 14-year 
pro career after the world 
championships. 


The 36-year-old Martin se- 
cured a sixth-placed finish 
in Sunday's individual time 
trial won by Filippo Ganna 
of Italy and said he will call it 
a day after competing in the 
mixed relay scheduled for 
next week. 


The road world champion- 


ships kicked off Sunday in 


the Flanders region of Bel- 
gium. 


Martin had one year remain- 
ing on his contract with Jum- 
bo-Visma but had informed 
the team’s management after 
the Tour de France that he 
would not continue. Martin 
crashed out of the three-week 
event in July during Stage 11, 
when he had to be stretch- 
ered off in an ambulance. 


Martin had also crashed in 
the Tour’s opening stage af- 
ter a careless spectator bran- 
dished a large cardboard sign 
while leaning into his path. 


“The bad crashes this year 
have also caused me to ques- 
tion whether I am ready to 
continue to face the risks that 
our sport involves,” Martin 
said. “I have decided that I do 
not want to, especially since 
race safety has not improved 
despite the many discussions 
about courses and barriers.” 


Nicknamed “Der Panzer- 
wagen” for his enormous 
power, Martin also won the 
one-week Paris-Nice in 2011 
and has 10 German time trial 
titles to his name. 


“Cycling has been a large part 
of my life for a long time, 


with highs and lows, big suc- 
cesses and losses, crashes and 
Martin 


comebacks,” said. 


“What many young riders 
dream of, I have achieved.”

The Dolphins went for it on fourth-and-2 
from near midfield, Epenesa was com- 
pletely unblocked as Tagovailoa dropped 
back and drove Miami”s quarterback to the 
turf as he threw. 


Tagovailoa remained down for a moment, 
erimacing and grabbing at his left side. He 
then got up and tried to get to the Miami 
sideline, before needing to get back on the 
ground. He eventually got to the sideline, 
then was carted to the Dolphins’ locker 
room. 


Jacoby Brissett went into the game as Ta- 
govailoa’s replacement. Tagovailoa was 
sacked twice on Miami’s first series, then 
took the big hit from Epenesa in the next 
series. 


Speculation has swirled since August, at 
least, regarding the Dolphins’ interest in 
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embattled Houston Texans quarterback 
Deshaun Watson, who has been accused of 
sexual assault ind harassment in lawsuits 
filed by 22 women. 


Watson and his lawyers have denied the 
accusations against him. No charges have 


been filed. 


Dolphins coach Brian Flores has not con- 
firmed reports that Miami has been in- 
volved in trade talks regarding Watson, but 
said last month that he wants players of 
high character. 


“There are a lot of things we weigh when 
we're making decisions — fit on the team, 
overall talent, salary cap,” Flores said. 
“When we're talking about a player or 
players, we're always trying to do what is 
best for the Miami Dolphins. There are 
a lot of variables. We want a group that is 
tough, smart, competitive, loves to play 
and is team first. Those are the types of 
guys we're looking for.” 


Tagovailoa entered this season nearly 
two years removed from the hip injury 
that ended his college career at Alabama. 
He took over as Miami’s starter midway 
through last season, his rookie year in the 
NEL. 





Ronaldo scores, West Ham misses penalty as Man United wins 


(AP) — Cristiano Ronal- 
do began the comeback as 
Manchester United won 
2-1 at West Ham thanks 
to Mark Noble missing a 
penalty in stoppage time 
for the hosts straight af- 
ter being brought off the 
bench on Sunday. 


The club captain was sent on 
by manager David Moyes to 
take the penalty after Luke 


Shaw handled in the area. 


The long-serving midfield- 
er, who retires at the end of 
the season, had not missed 
a spotkick since December 
2016, but he was denied a 
winner by United goalkeeper 
David De Gea. 


It was a dramatic end to a 
thrilling match that saw Jesse 
Lingard score the winner for 


United against the club he 
starred for while on loan last 
season.

Mourinho has 1st defeat as Roma 


(AP) — Jose Mourinho 
had his first defeat as 
Roma coach when his side 
surprisingly lost 3-2 at 
Hellas Verona in Serie A 
on Sunday.
